THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE 


Japan’s Increased Favour with America. 


, . London, January 25. 

The opening of the eleventh week of the Washington Conference 
was marked by the gratifying news that the Siberian question has 

. been practically disposed of by the Par Eastern Commtitree’s accept- 
ance of Japan’s undertaking conterning that country, likawise by 
the agreement reached regarding the inapplicability of the Pacific 
treaty to the Japanese homeland. It. is evidently still hoped that 
accord will be reached on the Shantung controversy, which the 
‘American delegation and Senators regard as essential to the success 
of the Conference. 

The Daily Telegraph's New York cortespondent says that the 
American attitads regareing the Japanese has undergone rather an 
important change ia the last few weeks. The conciliatory spirit of 

’ the Japanese in‘many affairs, Sncludiog the Asiatic toainland, is 
increasingly recognised. China's wrongs are admitted, but he thinks 
that the proceedings at the Conference have shown Americans that 

_ many of these have been self-inflicted and are the result of the lack 
of a stable Government.
